Great Fleets Building Now.

There are now 
under construction battle fleets incom- 
parably more powerful than anything 
afloat in the battle of Jutland, and now, 
in the case of both the United States 
and Japan, we are not dealing with 
projects but with construction actually 
in progress. This country, on the other 
hand, has only one post-Jutland capl- 
tal ship built or building—the Hood— 
and even it has only fifteen inch guns.” 

“We are not attempting to steal a 
march on the other powers, we are 
only attempting to bring ourselves up 
to date,” he deciared. 

The secretary said that although the’ 
airplane and submarine had come to 
stay, capital ships will remain the ker- 
nel of modern naval warfare. 


Asquith Urges Delay. 
Urging a delay until after the Wash- 
ington conference, former Prime Min- 
ister Asquith said: 
“The United States as a possible 
enemy never has been a factor, and 
it would be the worst possible policy 
to regulate, or seem to do so, our 
shipbuilding policy by what &@ being 
done in* the United States. There is 
no more insane doctrine than to mea- 
sure what this country ought to do 
by what is being done in the United 
States. I hope this house will affirm 
the opinion of this country and nev 
be induced to enter wasteful ard 
criminal competition with those whom 
they hope will be, this country’s per- 
manent allies.” 

Lady Astor Speaks. 

Lady Astor said she had great faith 
in the Washington conference, and 
she believed America was in earnest 
in desiring a conference on disarma- 
ment of the world. She thoroughly 
believed that the English speaking na- 
tions did not want to fight, but she said 
there was no use in Great Britain go. 
ing to the Washington conference as 
a third class power. 

Winston Churchill said that high 
hopes were based on the Washington 
meeting, and that Great Britain’s 
hopes were sincere and intense. But, 
he said, if Great Britain did not com- 
mence the construction of four new 
capital ships it would be-in a position 
of inferiority in fifteen or twenty years.

MEXICANS CLOSE 


‘Co-operate with U. S. Men 
_ at Chihuahua. 


El Paso, Tex., Aug. 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]— Warren C. Spurgin, 
missing president of the Michigan Ave- 
nue Trust Company of Chicago, is in 
the vicinity of Chihuahua City, Mex., 
according to a telegram received late 
today by the El Paso police. The tele- 
gram added his arrest was momentarily 
expected.

This authority is expressly 
vested in the president by the Mexican 
constitution, and no court proceedings 
are necessary in obtaining the order of 
expulsion.

These are Joseph Stout, Oak Park 
broker, arrested Tuesday night, and 
Alva Harschmann of Chicago, who was 
brought to the federal building by his 
attorneys and will appear this morn- 
ing to submit to technical arrest. 


Harschmann Bares Deals. 
Stout was released on his persona! 
recognizance yesterday noon. It is 
planned to follow the same procedure 
in the case of Harschmann. The lat- 
ter was once arrested in the Charles 
W. French swindle case, but later was 
cleared. 

Harschmann’s story to Col. Clinnin 
related to deals Worthington had with 
the Diamond Portland Cement com- 
pany of Cleveland.

The 
shipment twice had been “ washed” 
by a chemical process to obliterate the 
numerical identification stamps printed 
on the face of the securities at the time 
of their issuance by the various post- 
offices.

Here we alight from our motorbus 
and walk five minutes northward to 
another bronze statue, “A Signal of 
Peace” by Dallin, where the nude, 
lithe Redskin admirably conforms to 
the-wiry steed he bestrides. 

Another few minutes, still north- 
ward, reveals a third bronze group, 
“The Alarm,” which shows an Ottawa 
brave, squaw with her papoose, and 
dog, all alert for the fray.

One block southward on Clark street 
conducts to the statue of Garibaldi, 
and, across the path, to the bowlder 
commemorative of David Kennison, 
while the La Salle statue stands with 
one foot on a bowlder three short 
blocks southward. 


If we turn into the park at the next 
‘road and bear southeasterly over a 
viaduct we soon pass the Couch 
tomb, left over from the previgjus ceme- 
tery here, and reach the famous Lin- 
coln monument. The great American 
hero just stands here in easy, natural 
pose, glancing downward to his audi- 
ence. Quite simply, but it took the 
genius of St. Gaudens to attain it. 

“With malice toward none, with 
charity for all, with firmness in the 
right as God gives us to see the right, 
let us strive on!” 


Priceless Books Here. 


Now, follow the southwest path, 
board any car running southward on 
Clark street, and leave it in four min- 
utes at the Newberry library at

| SOME MORE BUILDINGS | 

Next we may walk, or ride on the 
Clark etreet car again, four blocks 
southward to Superior street and two 
blocks east to the Cathedral of the 
Holy Name. This imposing Gothic 
structure has a splendid yet harmoni- 
ous interior, schemed in one color 
(monochromy) of brown (orange yel- 
low) for oak pews, plaster walls, mar- 
ble columns, and oak ceiling, as a set- 
ting for the varicolored stained glass 
windows. The monochromy becomes 
obvious in the cross section (transept) 
where the windows also conform to the 
brown color scheme. Entrance only

Note—Clark street car » not stop at 
Superior street.

Thence two blocks westward, at the 
corner of Dearborn ang Ontario streets, 
stand the library and museum of the 
Chicago Historical society, where are 
preserved rare curios originating from 
the Indians and the early settlers of 
Chicago. 

If time permit, one may now walk 
two blocks south and one block 
east to Grand avenue and board 
an eastbound carsfor the vast 
and varied Municipal pier, or walk 
one block east and take a south- 


be purchased at the office midway in 
the block. 
Beautiful Rosehill. 

The extensive and beautiful Rosehill. 
cemetery may be reached in five min- 
utes by’ any car eastward along Bal- 
moral avenue. Otherwise take a 
Robey street car southward to Irving 
Park boulevard, transfer west to West- 
ern avenue,-and ride southward six 
blocks to Riverview park, a commer- 
cial amusement.park with varied at- 
tractions. Then take south ‘bound car 
two Diocks to Belmont avenue, trans- 
fer to a Clybourn avenue car, and ride 
three blocks to Hoyne avenue, passing 
the lumber yard of the great Deering 
works. Hete walk one block north to 
Hamlin park, one of the thirty-one 
famous municipal play parks of Chi- 
cago. The park provides for children’s 
play, baseball, football, swimming, and 
skating outdoors, and its field house 
contains shower bath, a boys’ gym- 
nasium, a girls’ gymnasium, basket 
ball*room, dance hall, and clubrooms. 

Return southward to Clybourn ave- 
nue, take car northwest three blocks 
to Belmont avenue, transfer westward 
to Kedzie avenue, and there transfer 
south to Logan square. Here luncheon 
may be taken at the Auditorium res- 
taurant, 2535 Kedzie boulevard, or at 
the elevated restaurant, next door.

Otherwise take a 
Broadway car northward one and a 
half miles to 5900 Broadway, wheee the 
new 6th infantry armory is ¥located, 
and then walk one and a half blocks 
westward along Rosedale avenue to the 
Senn Technical High school, contain- 
ing laboratories, shops, gymnasiums, 
swimming pool, lunch room, etc. Its 
cost was $800,000 for a capacity of 
about 3,000 pupils.
